Not only are valuable concessions made 
to enterprises, such as exemption from 
. municipal and State taxation, bat in 


man; instances the government guaran- 
tees a fixed bonus. It is to be hoped 
that the valuable franchises thus ob- 
tained will not be abased either by the 
Mexican authorities or by the American 
syndicates. As these franchises ripen 
into monopolies, 'the social discontent 
of the people burdened by them oc the

[Tor tbe sustenance of the library the 
citizens think best to open three lists of 
memberships. The first list consisting 
of what is termed contributing mem bers, 
comprizing mostly citizens and wealthy 
people who will pay from $1 to §5 a 
month. Tbe second list will consist ol 
members who will pay fifty cents a 
month. 
Tbe third list will consist of 


those who do not foel able to pay any- 
thing but whom should be allowed the 
privilege of the library. Koom for the 
library may be had iu the Sunderlaud 
block for $18 per mouth. This, it is 
thought, would be a suitable place, be- 
ing centrally located. The expense of 
obtaining cases for books and the neces- 
sary furniture wonld not need Io be 
very much. A portion of the funds ob- 
tained from tbo benefit would be ample 
for this expenditure. It is though $150 
per month could be collected. The ex- 
penses would not exceed $100 per 
month, the balance would be expended 
(or new works. Some popular young 
man or lady who wished to take a course 
of reading or study could probably be 
obtained to act as librarian at about 
§60 per month, who would keep the 
books carefully arranged, keep a record 
of all businep-), and keep order.
